Do you think the use of Pho- 
toshop has distorted reality? 
١ think so, sometimes the 
fashion magazines make the 
retouchers go too far with the 
retouching because of the 
prototype people ask for, and 
what we're used to. But in 
fantasy photography, Pho- 
toshop is just the perfect 
tool, and let the author create 
amazing atmospheres. But 
the truth is that Photoshop is

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Where does your passion for photography originates 
from?

fore the World Wide Web, so I 
made a poster calling for 
women with fetish clothing 
to pose for me. | had this 
crappy analogue camera and 
construction lights which | 
used to make the pictures, 
which | then used to make 
the painting. But | did not 
have the patience for pain- 
ting, so | started editing them 
digital. 


After a long stop | bought my 
first digital camera in 2007 
and started making pictures |: 
of my girlfriend. When | was little chat... 
satisfied with the results | 

placed on add on the internet for a model to pose for 
me. 

Not many girls responded, but one did and ۱ did a 
latex shoot with outfits from Bibatex. 


My girlfriend and a friend did the hair and makeup 
and the results were very satisfying, it made other 
models respond.

Art howe- 
ver has a different meaning for everybody, what I like 
can be disliked by an other 
and visa versa. For me it is 
important to create images 
that | enjoy, there is no big 
plan or hidden message. At 
the end it's the viewer that de- 
cides if it's art..or crap. 


Are you a lady's man or a fa- 
mily man? 

Working with great looking 
models in the hottest latex 
outfits every week makes you 
think | am a ladies man, but 
the fact is that my family 
comes first and | really enjoy 
their company, respect and 
their opinion.

If 
you have a certain talent or 
passion you should give in 
to it for 200% and let no- 
body tell you otherwise.

Do you preach with the example being your own de- 
signs? 

Usually | wear my own designs, and some of the de- 
signs have arisen from the need to find that kind of 
clothing for a unique, casual event. If | buy some clo- 
thes always give my personal touch , modifying and 


adding some detail like my brand. | am a living show- 
case InTorzo brand . 


How the crisis affects the younger generation wan- 
ting to do things? 

The crisis affects enough and faster than ever, and 
in all sectors in Europe. But | also feel that people 
every day , is more open to create and be part of the 
design and art. Thanks to this | have known and wor- 
ked with people who share and work hand in hand in 
making events and art work together. 


Also with the current crisis blinded people are less 
and less insensitive to its surroundings , opening the 
mind more , creating more artistic events every day.

2NE1 (Korean: ofl} 4; pronounced to anyone or twenty 
one) is a four-member South Korean girl group formed by 
YG Entertainment in 2009. The name combines the phra- 
ses "21st century” and "new evolution. The band consists 
of CL, Minzy, Dara, and Bom. 


First appearing in "Lollipop", a commercial campaign with 
Big Bang for LG Electronics, 2NET's debut single "Fire" was 
released on May 6, 2009. Since then, the group has relea- 
sed two extended plays, 2NE1 and 2NE1 2nd Mini Album, 
and one studio album, To Anyone. Their first EP, 2NE1 
spawned the number-one single "I Don't Care", which won 
them the "Song of the Year" award at the 2009 Mnet Asian 
Music Awards.

On February 18, 2013 group leader CL shed some light on the 
group's scheduled comeback. She revealed that the group's 
comeback is set for sometime in April, with a lead single and 
concept still to be chosen. 


On March 14, 2013, "Take The World On," the group's English 
collaboration with Will.i.am for the Intel Ultrabook Project was 
finally released, almost a year after a behind-the-scenes video 
featuring the group recording the song was released.

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Kinbaku (%48?) means 'tight binding’ Kinbaku-bi ( 
Æ?) which literally means 'the beauty of tight 
binding'. Kinbaku is a Japanese style of bondage 
or BDSM which involves tying up the bottom using 
simple yet visually intricate patterns, usually with 
several pieces of thin rope (often jute, hemp or 
linen and generally around 6 mm in diameter, but 
sometimes as small as 4mm, and between 7-8m 
long). In Japanese, this natural-fibre rope is known 
as 'asanawa'; the Japanese vocabulary does not 
make a distinction between hemp and jute. The 
allusion is to the use of hemp rope for restraining 
prisoners, as a symbol of power, in the same way 
that stocks or manacles are used in a Western 
BDSM context.[1] The word shibari came into com- 
mon use in the West at some point in the 1990s to 
describe the bondage art Kinbaku. Shibari (45 9 ?) 
is a Japanese word that literally means "to tie" or 
"to bind”. 


'Kinbaku' vs. 'Shibari' 


There is much discussion about the distinction 
between shibari and kinbaku, and whether one 
term is more appropriate than another. 


One modern distinction which is gaining popularity 
is that shibari refers to purely artistic, aesthetic 
rope, whilst kinbaku refers to the artistic, connec- 
tive, sensual, sexual practice as a whole. 

A traditional view is that the term 'shibari' is a 


wrong Western Japonism. The word denotes tying 
in Japanese, but in a generic way, and traditionally 
not in the context of bondage. The names for many 
particular ties include 'shibari', but it is not tradi- 
tional to call the entire activity that way. (In the 
same way as there are 'Diamond Knots' and 'Por- 
tuguese Bowline Knots', but 'knotting' does not 
mean bondage). Instead, Kinbaku is the term for 
artistic or erotic tying within traditional Japanese 
rope bondage circles. 


However, this is a somewhat hidebound definition 
and the word shibari is now increasingly being re- 
imported from the West to Japan, as the tying 
communities are very much interconnected. Most 
Japanese kinbakushi do not object to the term shi- 
bari, as it'S common vernacular in the global com- 
munity. 


In Japan the most often used type of rope is a 
loose laid, three strand Jute rope. This rope is re- 
ferred to as "Asanawa" usually translated as "hemp 
rope" the word 'asa' as hemp and 'nawa' as rope, 
however this is using the more generic form of the 
work [hemp] referring to a range of natural fibre 
ropes rather than those pertaining to a particular 
plant. In recent history a range of rope types have 
been used for Kinbaku in Japan though Nawashi 
rarely use synthetic fibre rope and most often use 
jute. 

The aesthetics of the bound person's position is 


important: in particular, Japanese bondage is dis- 
tinguished by its use of specific katas (forms) and 
aesthetic rules. Sometimes, asymmetric and often 
intentionally uncomfortable positions are emplo- 
yed. In particular, Japanese bondage is very much 
about the way the rope is applied and the pleasure 
is more in the journey than the destination. In this 
way the rope becomes an extension of the nawas- 
hi's hands and is used to communicate. 


Traditional Japanese bondage techniques use na- 
tural vegetable fiber rope (hemp, jute, or linen) ex- 
clusive though contemporary Japanese Masters 
have been working with a range of rope materials. 
The natural fibers easily lock to each other which 
means the bondage can be held together by the 
friction of twists and turns or very simple knots. 
Traditionally, multiple 6-8 meter lengths are used. 


Bondage as a sexual activity first came to notice 
in Japan in the late Edo period.[ Generally recog- 
nized as "father of Kinbaku" is Seiu Ito, who started 
studying and researching Hojojutsu is credited 
with the inception of Kinbaku, though it is noted 
that he drew inspiration from other art forms of the 
time including Kabuki theatre and Ukiyoe wood- 
block prints. Kinbaku became widely popular in 
Japan in the 1950s through magazines such as 
Kitan Club and Yomikiri Romance, which published 
the first naked bondage photographs. In the 1960s, 
people such as Eikichi Osada began to appear per- 


forming live SM shows often including a large 
amount of rope bondage, today these performers 
are often referred to as Nawashi (rope master) or 
Bakushi (from kinbakushi, meaning bondage mas- 
ter). In recent years, Kinbaku has become popular 
in the Western BDSM scene in its own right and 
has also profoundly influenced bondage, combi- 
ning to produce many 'fusion' styles. 


Kinbaku is based on fairly specific rope patterns, 
many of them derived from Hojojutsu ties. Of par- 
ticular importance are the Ushiro Takatekote (a 
type of arm box tie), which forms the basis of many 
Kinbaku ties, and the Ebi, or "Shrimp", which was 
originally designed as a torture tie and codified as 
part of the Edo period torture techniquesToday the 
tie is used as part of SM play and can be conside- 
red a form of Semenawa, torture rope. 


Generally speaking, Kinbaku is practiced with 
ropes of 6-8 meters (23 ft) in lengthDue to the ge- 
nerally different physique of Western subjects, 8 
meter (26 ft) ropes are commonly used in the 
West.The rope material is usually hemp or jute) 
though many other materials are in use including 
cottonand various synthetics. Various techniques 
are used to make the natural fiber ropes softe.
